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1, The Leipzig-Mockau (N 52/E 21) airfield was not 
occupled ‘by “oviet fir Force units on 16 January 1950, 
warning signs on the edge of the field prohibited

Several railroad cars, gutted by fire, were standing 
on the vailraod spur track, The limits of the landing 
field were marked, German workers had filled the slit 
trenches in front of the flight control station in
